After the blow was received by R>b- 
inson be walked away about a doxsen yards, the 
b) ood a ogee fifteen feet at every breath. and fell 
dead. never spoke after receivi g his wouad. 
When this happened a runner c ame to the city aad 
notified Sheritt Long of the killiug, and he started 
in pursuit of Hamiter, who had gone about half oe 
mile to the bounse of his employer, where he was 
found by the sheriff. He was brought to the jail, 
the sheriff not being aware of the extent of 
bis injuries until Surgeon Goodwin was summoa- 
ed to examine him, when it was found that beside 
several smaller wounes there were two mortal.one 
under the left collar bone and one above the right 
hip. He died in jail. The coroner's jury returned 
a verdict that each came to death at the Loads of 
the other.
